The British 
government wants tho money paid in 
the presence of tho British lleot at 
Corutto whiio the fleot is utill there and 
the troops are in poaston rif the town. 
The British govcrnnieiitj according to a 
atutu department ollicial, wants the 
payment wade as though under duress.

The report that the British warships 
"Wild Swan and Satellite have been or- 
dered to 1'aao de Gabelloa and San Juan 
del Stir, and that Hear Admiral Ste- 
phenson has cabled to London saying 
that Conn to is a useless possession in 
unfounded. 
In regard to the report 


circulated by a news agency that it ia 
the intention of Great Britain to seine 
the ports in Honduras in order to secure 
the payment of interest in a large out- 
standing loan ia pointed out that it is 
contrary to the policy of the British 
government to take mich action, or to 
interfere directly to collect interest on 
loans.

None are more 
painfully aware of this fact than the 
prisonurn them selves.

Uliirkson was as much exercised as tho 
prisoners in his care, and, as he stood 
in the empty pantry, said: "In the 
morning the men wilt got tlio last meal 
wo have for them. It will consist of 
somo mush, potatoes and cofTuu, and 
then our supplies are all gone. Until 
they send some new supplies, I don't 
know what I am going to do. 
I cannot 


turn the prisoners loose upon the world, 
for Sheriff AVhelan Is held responsible 
for their Bate keeping, under heavy 
bonds, and yet 1 cannot lock them up 
here and let them starve. 


"I took the men from their work to- 


day and put them on short rubious. The 
horses wore turned out into the field to 
graze, for not one ounce of fodder ia 
left.."I tell you this is getting to he mighty 
serious business and it's about time 
aomotliing turned up." 


At the Almshonse they are not so 


badly fixed. 
With the exception of 


bread anil potatoes, which will last them 
through tomorrow, they will have pro- 
visions enough to carry them to the end 
of the week. The city hospital is even 
better supplied. 


The lire department supplies of horse 


feed will be completely exhausted by to- 
morrow morning. The horses have only 
been kept from going hungry so far by 
feeding half rations and dividing the 
odds and ends of hay among the liorscH. 
The last straw will be eaten up in the 
morning. 


Auditor Broderick has evolved a plan 


to bring the contractors to terms. He 
will refuse to audit their April- bills un- 
less they fulfill their contracts, and 
with the money thus withheld, supplies 
will be purchased and charged up to 
the contractors.

Upon receipt of the above telegram 


Dr. lirown cinne to Louisville and pro- 
ceeded to tlie appointed place, an evil 
reaort nt 1205 Madison street, where at 
12.U'") u'clonk today the tragedy occurred. 
At noon lirown, with Gordon's wife, 
knocked at the front door of Lndon 
.Smith's Madison street house. They 
were admitted by Mattio Mittington, a 
colored woman, and immediately re- 
paired to the upstairs front room, which 
hud liL'en previously engaged. Thirty 
minutes later a mini knocked at the 
door of the house and wan adm'utu.l. 
This was Fulton Gordon. Ho engaged 
tho front lower room, saying a woman 
would join him 
shortly. 
Th» man 


closed all the doors, and a few minutes 
later a commotion was heard above, fol- 
lowed by u succession of pistol shots. 
Then there was a hurried movement 
down stairs aa Mrs. Gordon lied from 
tho seem;. A few more shots rang out, 
and slu; fell dead on tho porch in thu 
rear yard. Gordon loft tlie house im- 
mediately, nnd a 
fuw minutes later 


Brown's corpse was found in the up- 
stairs room. Policemen Keilly ami La- 
Bailie mailed down Walnut street, and 
saw a man running for a buggy tied to a 
post iit, tiiu earner of West street. 


''The man waa covered with blood," 


said Otlicer Keilly, "and I immediately 
jumped at the conclusion that he was 
the murderer. 


"Gordon, for he turned out to bo Gor- 


don, said tome, 'I shot both of them. 1 
caught them in tho act. They are both 
dead. 
I am shot, too. Come with me, 


and I'll show you wh«rethey are.' 


"Gordon was palo as a ghost, and 


evidently very weak. Lapaille, myself 
and Gordon walked to the house. Just 
as we got inside tho front door Gordon 
staggered and was about to fall, when I 
caught him. Ho waa in a fainting con- 
dition. I summoned the ambulance, 
and as soon as possible wo sent Gordon 
to jail, Gordon had little dilliculty in 
getting into the room, aa the fact that 
there arc no broken locks indicate that 
the entry was left unlatched. Aa soon 
as Gordon gained access a desperate 
duol evidently began.

ANSEL WHITE'S WILL. 


Under Its Terms Preston Troy is 


Heir to $4,000,000. 


TAcojiA.WiiKh., April :!0.—An Olympia 


special to the Ledger says: Preston M. 
Troy, a young attorney of tliia city, to- 
day received news that he is heir to a 
Now York estate of 1-1,000,000 by the 
will of Ansel White, for whom a search 
has been in progress for many years. 
For many years Anael White resided on 
a ranch adjoining that of Smith Troy, 
father of Preston M. Troy, in this state. 
White was a bachelor and lived in a log 
cabin on liia rauch for twenty years. 
May 18, 1888, he died at the ascot 70 
years and was buried on tho land on 
which he had lived HO long. White took 
a fancy to young Troy and made a will 
making him sole heir and legatee. Jilat 
prior to his death however, hu sold the 
ranch for a nominal price, retaining a 
life interest, and at the time of hit; death 
was supposed 
to 
have considerable 


money in his possession, yet none was 
ever found. Search was made high and 
low, but no trace of thu money could be 
discovered. Neighbors believe he buried, 
tlie money somewhere on tlio ranch. 


White was extremely eccentric, lie 


seldom held communication with any- 
one but the Troy family. 
Before com- 


ing to Washington lie made some money 
in California. He handed $700 to a wo- 
man in San Francisco aa lie waa about 
to leave, telling her to keep it for him 
till he called for it. He lelt no word in 
San Francisco regarding his destination, 
and this fact lias

years 


bulked those searching for him to in- 
form him of his having fallen heir to an 
estate in New York. It was supposed 
that Ansel White was one of those un- 
known bodies found floating in Sun 
Francisco harbor, yet during the ptist 
two yeara W. 11. White, a eon of Ansel 
Whit4), lias been searching for the lost 
heir or for evidence of his death. lie 
WHS traced to California. 
Advertismu 


led to the .'.-tiihlishinvr of the identity of 
the old bachelor as tho missing heir for 
which a long at-arch had been made. At 
the time of making the will there ia lit- 
tli! probability that the old man was 
aware of the fact that tho Now York t-s- 
tate waa his. This, however, does not 
affect the will made. 
It waa executed 


in accordance with law and the wit- 
nesses are still 
living.

Statement Prepared by the Bureau 


of Immigration. 


WASHINGTON, April HO.—A statement 


has been prepared at the bureau of im- 
migration, which shows the number of 
immigrants which arrived in the United 
States for the nine monthsending March 
31st in each year for the last three years 
to have been as follows: 18!)3, 259,500; 
1894, 218,(i4B; 1895, 140.UBO. 


The amount of money brought in by 


immigrants during the past nine months 
was $2.805,0-16. 


Although this amount waa known to 


have been brought in, it is believed that 
the money secreted and undiscovered 
by the officials may have been several 
times ttiat amount. 


Of the arrivals during the last nine 


months 21,564 came from Ireland; 21,- 
100 from Germany; 19,150 from Russia 
proper; lfi,125 from Italy, and a6,ll« 
from England. Of those debarred from 
landing 1071 were paupers, or likely to 
become so. Eleven were shown to have 
been convicts and 353 contract laborers. 
Of those landed 10,602 could not either 
road or write. 


A Plea for Wilde. 


LONDON, April 30.—Sir Edward Clark 


in conclusion to the jury contended that 
there was no real evidence against 
Wilde except that of blackmailers 
whoso testimony should be utterly dis- 
credited. Counsel then appealed to the 
jury not to convict his client unless tlws 
evidence against him waa overwhelm- 
ing, and asked the jury to liberate from 
a terrible position "one of the most re- 
nowned, accomplished men of letters."

But his play 
was steady and consistent. Ho utilized 
his strong suit and was sqnnd on tho 
subject of trumps, and an rosto ho was 
as thorough paeod a partner and as im- 
placable an opponent as tho groat Sarah 
Battle herself.—DlaoUwood'aMagazino.
